Pocono has a sewer easement
within that ROW and PennDOT has signed off on the expansion. Next step to have the
Township review and sign off on the sewer easement that needs to be extinguished. The
applicant will send documents to the Township engineer and will have it reviewed by the
Township solicitor. E. Gnandt asked for clarification as to which Sanofi entrance is being
widened.
